An important mooting of the Galaxy 


club was held in Spinner's hall yesterday 
afternoon, a very large attendance being 
present. Daniel J, Cosgrove presided and 
remarks were made by J. J. McGlinchy, 
Secretary McGrath, and various others. 
At a special meeting held on Friday night 
a committee was appointed to wait on 
Alderman McDonald, for the purpose of 
dissuading him from running on an inde- 
pont ticket. This stop was taken in tho 
interest of democratic harmony, for the 
good of tho party and if possible to secure 
the assistance of Mr. McDonald and his 
friends in supporting the democratic ticket. 


Secretary McGrath reported for the com 


mitteo stating that they had waited upon 
Mr. McDonald and after a conference with 
him had obtained a statement to the etfect 
that he would not run on nomination 
papers and would not accept nomination 
from the city committee even if tendered 
him.

attend the meeting ho gave the committee 
the following communication to be lead to

GENTLEMEN. In deference to your de- 
v"' 
votion to tho democratic party I feel I 
would be doing an injustice to you as wall 
as to myself, if I did not take a stand 
agreeable to you in harmony with my 
party and consistent with my unwavering 
course ever since I entered politics. I am 
a democrat, I have always endeavored to 
serve the democratic party and no man 
can say I hasoever opposed that party or 
Us candidates, no man can say that any 
voto of mine during my incumbency in the 
city council has over been cast against the 
Interests of democracy in Lowell. 
I can 


afford to leave the matter of my defeat 
to 


the judgment of men who know me and 
who realize that, no alderman under the 
present license law could satisfy all the ap- 
plicants for license. I want first of all to 
see William F. Courtney elected mayor 
and after that every nominee on the demo- 
cratic ticket. Whatever I can do to assist 
in winning a democratic victory in the 
city election will he cheerfully done. I, 
thetefore, decline to run as a candidate on 
nomination papers or otherwise,

Air. Carroll says he has not a 


single regret over the selection of Mr, Lil- 
ley,and the most cordial relations exist be- 
tween the governor, Mr. Carroll and Mr. 
Lilley. The ties of personal friendship 
and admiration existing between the gov- 
ernor and Mr. Carroll would have led 
him to name the latter to succeed Judge 
Corcoran. Had the governor consulted 
his personal wishes he would have ^ 
pointed Mr. Carroll, but here were the 
facts confronting him. 


Springfield had already been

Superior court judgeship by Gov. itussell, 
by the appointment of Judge Maynard. An- 
other Superior court judge, Judge Dunbar, 
is a resident of Springfield. Springfield is 
a strong republican city. Lowell, on the 
other hand, b a democratic city.

Comment on the Defeat o1 


Harvard. 


IT WAS A FAIR AND SQUARE 


GAME. 
• 


It Was a Well Deserved j Victory For 


the Blue. 


SPRINGFIELD, Mus-,.', Nov. 37?—Yale 


Won the great football game by the hardest 
kind of work at the ope.njngiof the second 
half Saturday afternoon, ajnd apother of 
the yearly contests between' the New Ha 
yen eleven and the Hai vard team passes 
into history as a victory for the lads in 
blue. 


The wearers of the crimson fought 


pluckily in the first half of the groat 
straggle, and their supporters confidently 
looked 'for a score after thai, but the sons 
of Eli plunged in with^tUeir old'time snnp, 
and, disdaining all tricks, carried the ball 
quickly across the line by the hardest kind 
o£ football. 


The Harvnal team provadja disappoint- 


ment. Only a few oE the tricks that it 
had rehi-arsed for weeks were used, and 
these were soon sized up by Yale. In places 
where a kicking game oascuti to have been 
played the crimson captain ordered mus^ 
Mid wedge plays wMca wer£ of no avail. 
The defensive work of both teams was 
stiong, bat Yale excelled at) just the right 
time in offensive plays.

The score was 6 to 0, and 2(5,000 people 


saw the cleanest and best exhibition o£ 
football in tho history of tli£ Rugby game. 


Details of of tlin Game* 


It was the just verdict Sof every indi- 


vidual who saw th? struggle betwaen the 
two greatest football teams tb'at it was a 
gentlemanly game. If there wfls aay hard 
feeling—ami that everybciljr 
seems 
to 


think inevitable whea it is l|[arvardagainst 
Yale—it did not appear ofa the surface. 
McCrea was warned oaoe ft)1' a little rough 
play, but ot a mild sort. 
This was all the 


slugging there WAS, avon on tho sly. Pair 
himrts undoubtedly quaked as they suw 
Brewer or Buttarworth heavily thrown, 
while somebody obLigiugly sat ou their 
heads, for fear they would make more 
trouble, after the manner of a corse that 
is down, but the puir nevci'once got hurt. 
They were securely padde.l, and expected 
roughness. 
i For once Harvard men have nothing to 
say of Yale ''inuektirism." ! They acknowl- 
edge that they have beau beaten by etentle- 
men, as they claim to be gentlemen them- 
selves. They cave no redeutuaent. Yale 
beat them Ctiirly and squarely. There was 
not uveii an iruporuint questionable deci- 
sion. Harvard never had occasion to find 
fault. 


The playing of the two flifferent halves 


of a game ne\Qr prfS«ntediso grent u con- 
feraat us thtit of tbis glndiatorial contest. 
At the close of the first half everybody 
conceded the 
game—fit lca-*t tua best 


ohancua—to Harvard. 
Tne Elis had little 


douioastratiou to makej Still, in custom- 
ary Yttle stymie, they gritted tUeir teath, as 
it they knew tueir eleven vfould do the 
same and more. 
That they did do more 


goes without saying after a perusal of the 
account, yaid by yard, of tlie second half. 


In the first half Harvard had the ball 


the greater part of the time, in fact, just 
about three wrtres out of four. There were 
72 distinct plays, and 55 of those were 
iniide by Harvard. 
Aside from the punt- 


ing, Harvard gained 137 yards, oi- nearly 
enough to score three times. Brewer punted 
five times, mukiug 71 yards by that means. 
Harvard's lotal yards «ained in thai half 
was 208. She lust only nine yards, five of 
that beiug ou offside play by Beale. 


Vale, on the other hand, though gaining 


237 1-2 yards—some 30 more than Harvard— 
punted 210 of theirs, gaining by rushes 
with the ball in her possession only )}7 
yards, not enough into 18 yards for a 
touchdown. 


But that little story of having the ball 


only 17 times to 55 for Harvard shows bet- 
ter than, anything else which, side was 
strongest. 
I 


Tlie Second Half. 


But what a difference in the second hall. 


Harvard made just 31 plays, four of those 
being punts. She punted 108 1-2 yards on 
three trials, and lost nine on a fluke, Yale 
breaking through on Brewer before he 
could get the ball;away. Harvard's total 
gam was 204 1-3 yards. Even under these 
circumstances Harvard made 96 yards on 
steady rubhinc—considerably more than 
enouish to make a touchdown. Harvard 
lost tour times, once on the kick, the loss 
aggregating 19 yards. 


Quite a different tale is that of the Ells. 


They figured in no less than 75 plays, only 
oue of these being u kick, wjeu. Butter- 
worth punted 21 1-2 y».ds against the 
wind. They guuea in all 2471-3 yaids. 
This would give *:26 1-8 yards clear profit 
by steady rushing, only five of this bemg 
given them for »B off side pl«y. This 


1-2 is enough to score just four times. 


Yale lost at just tb.iee times this half, two 
yards at one time, ono yard at each of the 
othBrs. 


Fierures may not always toll the truth, 


but they do for this game. Exclusive of 
kicking, Yale's net gain was 325 yards. 
Harvard had only 214 to her credit, almost 
enough less to make the difference of one 
touchdown. 
Considering the enormous 


advantage Y'ule had on the punting, it 
would be difficult to figure out the score 
at any less than one touchdown for Yale. 
It must be confessed that Harvard's 


piny was, all in all, disappointing to Har- 
vard football cranks. Even in the first 
half, when Harvard bad such a decided 
advantage, the play was'unusually slow 
and tame for a Harvard-Yale

While the military to-Hid 
vas playing on the square, a mob, chiefly 
Composed of workmen, gathere 1 iu front oC

io make threatening demands and to utter 
oud cries of "Down.witb tbe thieves," 
''Down with the malefactors," "To prison 
tvilh the rascals," Hnd utbi-r violent cries 
ft the same description. 


A force of police gathered about the 


(hambar of'dpputies as soon as the author- 
ities were notified, that the mob was as- 
BeinbJing, but when t&e threatening de- 


hiands began, re-enforcements were hastily 
Dummoned, and -the police official in 
ehitrge ordered the rnob to disperse, and 
moved forward with, Isis men in order to 
drive the mob from the square. 


This, however, only served to still 


further enrage" the workmen, who con- 
tinued shouting "To prison 
with 
the 


thieves," "Down with the malefactors" 
and similar cries, aurl all the time becom- 
ing more demonstrative and threntenini? 
to push forward up to tho doors of the 
chnmber of deputies 


Eventually the yolice mustered n strong 


force and charged upon the mob, scatter- 
ing the workmen down the streets leading 
into the Plaufi Colonua, and, after a bard 
fiKht, making a number of arrests, and es- 
corting their prisoners to the police depots 
iu spite of the efforts made by the mob to 
rescue them. During the rioting a num- 
ber of windows were smashed, and a res- 
taurant especially suffered severely at the 
hands of the rioters. 


The mob afterward attempted to re- 


assemble in front of the telegraph office

Tha police officials are taking stops in 


anticipation of further rioting, and orders 
have heen issued to pruventthe assembling 
of any number1 of Dersons on tho miblie 
thoroughfares.'. This bus caused some ex- 
citement in tha neighborhood of the pub- 
lic square mentioned, and a number of ad- 
ditional arrests have been made. 


The police have communicated with the 


military authorities, and cau, at short no- 
tice, hava a strong body of troops sen b to 
their assistance, should they be unable to 
maintain orr\er. The incident, though not 
very startling, shows the state of public 
opinion regarding the bank scandals dis- 
closures, and it wouldnot bake much, more 
to precipitate seriouo disorders.

the consolidation of the leading railroads 
in two states iu conjunction with the 
most powerful corporation in a third. 


The trio comprises the Boslon 
and 


Maine, the Concord und Montreal and the 
Maine Central, with another in view yet 
unnamed. 
The Concord and Montreal 


railroad an now rundo up comprises thn 
Concord railroad and tha old Boston, Cou- 
coid und Montreal railroad, tha foruior 
bavhicf formerly o pern ted 35 miles of road 
from Concnrd , to Nashua, N. [I. In the 
course of lime il. took ou several leaned 
lines, Including the Concord and Ports- 
mouth railroad, the Nashu/i and Acton 
railroad and tha North Woaro and Sun- 
cook Vulluy railroads, whicd it helped to 
construct. 


It bud and now maintains the control of 


the Merrimiick valley. L/ater, about six 
years ago. the Concord ra'lroud und tho 
Boston, Concord and Montreal railroad 
were consolidated under tho name of the 
Concord anil 
Montreal railvond. 
Tho 


road was a rich and valuable pioperty and 
has been for years n coveied prize, much 
sought for by other corporations, pur- 
cioularly the Boston and Maine, its princi- 
pal rival in that state. Tho result has 
been a series of legislative battles between 
the two roads that have attracteil the at- 
tention of railroad and business men all 
over the country. So intense has bean the 
struggle that the two roads have exptmloil 
fortunes in the warfare and have practi- 
cally controlled not only both legislative 
bodies but tho governor as well.

Four years SKO a trace was declared and 


the two corporations have since tbat time 
worked more harmoniously. In the mean- 
time Hon. Frank Jones, president and 
leading spirit of the Boston and Maine 
road, has become the purchaser and holder 
of large blocks ot Concord railroad stock 
and is now one cf its heaviest' stockhold- 
ers. Under his maiiHSfomeiit the Boston 
and Maine has extended its connections in 
different directions and states until fhe 
Concord road has been practically bottled 
up, having uo terminalB except those 
under the control of tha Boston and 
Maine. 


Thus placed at a disadvantage, some of 


the leading members of the Concord rail- 
road directory decided it was best for that, 
road to capitulate, and several mouths ago 
a committee was appointed from each roail 
to consider the advisability and terms of a 
leaae of the, Concord to the Boston and 
Maine. This joint committee held several 
meetings in this city, nnd matters were 
progressing smoothly when a change in 
management, by which Mr. Jones retired 
from the presidency and directory of the 
Boston nud Maine, made a suspension of 
negotiations necessarv.

summation of the deal will end tho biLlcr 
warfare in Ne.v Llumpshiie, nnd prove a 
serious blow to tue personal ambition of 
the men whahave been the leudiu gspirits 
in the .strife. 


Without- Competitors. 


These menilersof the Concord directory, 


h&iukd by John H. Pearson of Concord, 
N. II., on" u' the mtuiugiug directors of 
tbe road, will be obliged to retire from 
active participation in it/s ail'uirs. It is 
understood that/ they will be replaced by 
Frank Jonc*-; and others who have in the 
post been associated with the Boston and 
Mrtiiii.1. By this accession to its p»s3enj;er 
and freight traffic of eastern New England 
it will have no competitor of consequence 
in either Maine or Ni-w Hampshire or the 
upper Connecticut valli-y. Its connections 
on the east will reach New Brunswick 
and ou the north toucti the Dominion and 
the Grand Trunk system. 


It is but natural that such a consolida- 


tion should loud to reports of other and 
equally important railroad deals, and it Is

Harvard's .total 
gam was 204 1-2 yards. Even under these 
circumstances Harvard made 36 yards on 
steady rushinz — considerably more than 
enouah to make a touchdown. Harvard 
lost four times, once on the kick, 'the loss 
aggregating 19 yards. 


Quite a different tale is that of the Elis. 


Thty figured iu no less thun 75 plays, only 
one of these being a kick, wjeu Butter- 
•worth punted 21 1-2 ya-.ds ag-dinst che 
wind. Tney g.dned in all 247 1-3 yards. 
This would give *26 1-* vards clear profit 
by steady rushing, only five of this being 
^iven them fur an ofi-side pluy. This 
;a6 i-a is enough to scoi-e just four times. 
Yale lost at just three times this half, two 
yards at one time, one> yard at each of the 
others. 


Figures may not always t«]l the truth, 


but they rlo for this- garut. Exclusive of 
kicking, Yale's net gain was 225 yards. 
Harvard had only 214 to her credit, almost 
enough less to make the difference of one 
touchdtmn. 
Considering the enormous 


advantage Yule had on the punting, it 
would be difficult to nuure out-the'score 
at any less than one touchdown for Yale. 


It must be confessed that Harvard's 


play -was, all in all, disappointing to -Har- 
vard football cranks. Even in the first 
half, when Harvard -had such a decided 
advantage, the play was • unusually alow 
and tame for a Harvard-Yale game.

TVhile the military bind 
tvas playing on the square, a mob, chiefly 
tcmposed oE workmen., gathete-1 in front oE 
Ihe" chamber of deputies and soon began 
to make threatening demands and to utter 
loud cries ot "Down,.' with the thieves," 
"Down with the malefactors," "To prison 
Kith tlie rascals," HHQ othtr violent cries 
of the same description. 


A force- of police gathered about the 


thamber of deputies as snou as the author- 
ities were ''notified that ' the ,mob was as- 
BembUng, but when.' the threatening de- 


tnands began,- re-enforcements -were hastily 
bummooeu1, and '-the police official" in 
chnrge ordered the mob to disperse, and 
moved forward with his men in order to 
drive the mob from the square. 


This, however, only served to still 


further enrage' the workmen, who con- 
tinued shouting "To prison with ths 
thieves," "Dnwn with the malefactors" 
and similar cries, aurt all the time becom- 
ing more "demonstrative and threatening; 
to push forward up to tho doors of the 
chamber of deputies. 


Eventually the.police mustered a strong 


force and charged upon the mob, scatter- 
ing the workmen down the streets leading 
into the Plaza Colonna, and, after a hard 
fluht, making a number of Errests, and es- 
corting thoir prisoners to the police depots 
in spita of the efforts made by the mob to 
rescue them. During the rioting a num- 
ber o£ windows were smashed, and a .res- 
taurant especially suffered severely at the 
. hands of the riotets. 


The mob afterward attempted to re- 


assemble in front of the telegraph office 
and the same threatenina cries were heard, 
causing the police to make another charge 
and agiiiu dispersing the rioters, who 
were loud in their threats of vengeance 
upon all thoso concerned in the Banco. 
Rotnana and other bank scandals. 


The police officials are taking steps • in 


anticipation.of further rioting, and orders 
have heen issued to prevent the assembling 
of any number: of net-sons on the public 
thoroughfares,' This has caused some ex- 
citement in the neighborhood, of. the pub- 
lic square mentioned, and a number of ad- 
ditional arrests have been made. 


The police have communicated with the 


military authorities, and can, at short no- 
tice, have a strong body of 'troops sent to 
their assistance, should they be unahle to 
maintain order. The Incident, though not 
very startling, shows the state of public 
opinion regarding the bank scandals dis- 
closures, and it would not take much more 
to precipitate serious disorders.

MURDERED FOUR. 


Farmer 
Faster Then Pats a Bullet 


Through His Own Hend. 


SEmouE, Ind., Nov. 27.—John Foster, 


a well-to-do but erratic farmer of Union- 
town, in a fit of temporary insanity, killed 
his wife and their three children with a 
revolver, and then blew out his own 
brains, Foster lias always been regarded 
by his fellow villagers a little weakro.in.ded 
Hnd queer. He lias frequently had trouble 
with his wife, and several years aso they 
separated. Recently a reconciliation was 
effected, and Foster returned to his fam- 
ily. 


The wife was shot through the back' of 


the head. The children were found de'ad 
in the next room, and had evidently been 
aroused from peaceful slumber by the 
shot that robbed them of their mother. 
The oldest child, a boy, was fouml with 
hands clasped . as ;if in the attitude of 
prayer for his life and the lives of his lit- 
tle brother and sister. 
He -was 
shot 


through the 'heart, as were the other 
children. The father, after taking the 
lives of the little ones, returned to the 
dead body ot his wi£e, and, placing the 
pistol to his forehead, 
completed his 


fiendish -work. The floor o£ the house 
was one pool of blood.

their help and closed their factories Satur- 
day afternoon, and' they will not- open, 
them until they are ouenedas independent 
shops. This action is the result of the 
employes, all of whom are members of 
trades onions, refusing to modify certain 
agreements that were entered into by the 
manufacturers and unions in 1885, and 
have stood unaltered since then. About 
4000 operatives are affected. 


Three Burclnra Cnujrht.

glars were captured at the Edgeworth sta- 
tion of the Boston and Maine railruad. 
They are all residents of this city and have 
been before the courts a number ot times.

The trio comprises the Boston 
and 


Maiuo, the Concord and Montreal mid the 
Mnino Central, with another in v\o\v yet 
unnamed. 
The Concord and Montreal 


railroad as now runde up comprises tho 
Concord railroad and the old Boston, Con- 
cord and Montreal .railroad, the former 
having formerly operated 35 miles of road 
from Concnrri ,to Nashua, 'N. H. In the 
courso of time it took on several leased 
lines, Including the Concord and Ports- 
mouth. rulk-OHd, the Nashua and Acton 
.railroad aud the North "Weare and Sun- 
cook Valley railroads, which. It helped to 
construct. 


It had and now maintains the control of 


the Merrinmck valley. Jjater, about six 
years ago. the Concord raUroad and the 
Boston, Concord and Montreal mllroad 
were consolidated under the name of the 
Concord and 
Montreal railroad. 
The 


road was a rich and valuable property and 
has been for years a. coveied prize, much 
sought for by other corporations, par- 
ticularly the Boston and Maine, its princi- 
pal rival in that state.

In the mean- 
time Hon. Frank Jonas, president and 
leading spirit of the Boston and Maine 
road, has become the purchaser and holder 
of large blocks of Concord railroad stock 
and is now one of its heaviest' slockhold- 
ers.

This joint committee held several 
meetings in this city, aod matters were 
progressing smoothly when a change in 
management, by which Mr. Jones retired 
from the presidency aud directory of the 
Boston and Maine, made a suspension of 
negotiations necessarv. 


Under the new management a new 


committee waa, however, appointed on the 
part of the Boston and Maiae, and the 
deal took on new life and energy. Tho 
Boston and Maine meu were ready to 
lease, the Concord men roady to ha leaaed, 
and such process has been made that 
nothing but thL' agreement upon minor 
formal details and the passage of the 
necessary papers remain to be done to ac- 
complish the unioo. 


By the terms of the agreement the Con- 


cord railroad will puss iuto the control of 
the Boston and Maine for a long term of 
years. 
The Boston and Maine railroad 


will guarantee to the stockholders of the 
Concord railroad such a sum as will equal 
the dividend of 10 uer CCIIL for years paid 
by the Concord railroad. 
It will guaran- 


tee toktep in Its present repair and effici- 
ency the roadbed, its rolling stock and all 
ot its property, und to operate the same in 
rt manner equally advantageous to its 
stockholilierg and the public. 
The con- 


summation of the deal will end the bitti-r 
warfare iu Neiv Hampshire, and prove a 
serious blow to the personal ambition oE 
the men whoJiave been the leudiu g spirits 
in the strife.

handed liy John H. Pearson of Concord, 
N. H., one at the managing directors of 
the rond, will be obliged to retire from 
active participation in its affairs. It is 
understood thai they will be replaced by 
Frank Jones aud others who have in the 
post been associated with the Boston and 
Maine. By this accession to its-pussencer 
and freight traffic oC eastern New England 
it will have no competitor of consequence 
in either Maine or New Hampshire or the 
tipper Connecticut valU-y. Its connections 
on the east will reach New Brunswick 
and ou the north toucli the Dominion aud 
the Grand Trunk system.

Thinking people wti6 fol- 
low to the depths of reialism and individual- 
ism are not satisfied. They want some- 
thing better, aiid are constantly craving 
for something that'is divine- in religion. 


"The future religion leads more. t» in- 


dependence and self-government, it ia the 
coming of-an era of universal democracy, 
wherein'the church will deal direccly with 
the people.' Tbe aristocracy of the future 
will be intellectual superiority and.moral 
worth, and in tbe advancement of educa- 
tion the church will take 'a prominent 
part. It will found universities, colleges 
and schools and fill them with the double 
light of learning and religion. Woe, I 
say, to a world of learniiig without a God.

BOSTOS, Nov. U7.— Bt. Her! John J. 


Keane, rector of the Catholic University 
of America at Washington, lectured to a 
crowded house1 at Buston ttieator last 
night. The subjecb of his discourse was 
"The Religion of the Future." Ho said 
in part: 


"Religion is cue of the three great con- 


stituents of human nature. Religion is 
tbe basis of civilization, and as civilization 
develops man's notion, of religion becomes 
m'ore clear. Education and scientific re- 
search take awny from religion all that is 
mythical', unnaturalandsuperstitious, and 
leaves only the good, the true and the 
beautiful. 


"Notwithstanding 
tho sneers of the 


scoffers, man recognizes that therecmust 
havo been a beginning, and in that begin- 
ning he recognizes tho omnipotent power 
of God: Scientific research forces men to 
philosophy, and vhera can bs ho philosophy 
without a God. . Thinking people who fol- 
low to the depths ot realism and individual- 
ism are not satisfied. They want some- 
thing butter, and are constantly craving 
for something tbat'is divine in religion. 


"Tlie future religion leads more t» in- 


dependence and sell-government, It ia the 
coming of an era of universal democracy, 
wherein the church will deal directly with 
the people. The aristocracy of the future 
will be intellectual superiority and moral 
worth, and In the advancement of educa- 
tion the church will take a prominent 
part. It will found universities, colleges 
and schools and fill them with the double 
light of learning and religion. Woe, I 
say, to a world of learning without a God. 


"The immortal Washington, in his fare- 


well address, declares that tlie foundation 
of all government is in religion and moral- 
ity, aad those w'ho seek to strike a blow at 
religion under the cloak of patriotism and 
tuoir lovo for America audits institutions,' 
are but the enemies of tho country who 
know not its history. The religiou of the* 
future will' anew us humanity united with 
divinity, aud tho land of the f nturo re- 
ligion will be the land of humanity and 
divinity.

BOME, Nov. a7.—A serious disturbance 


[ook place at 6 o'clock last evening on the 
Plaza Colonna. While tha military bind 
WP.S playing on the square, a mob, chiefly 
Composed of workmen, gathered in. front of 
the chamber of deputies and soon began, 
to make threatening; demands and to utter 
loud cries of "Down with the thieves," 
"Down with the malefactors," "To prison 
tvith tha rascals," and other violent cries 
of the same description. 


A force o£ police gathered about the 


Chamber of deputies as soou as tho author- 
ities were notified that the mob was as- 
sembling, bufc when the threatening de- 
mands began, re-enforcements were hastily 
tunimoned, and 
tho 
police official in 


ehnrge oidered tho mob to disperse, and 
moved forward with his men inoiderto 
drive the mob from the square. 


This, however, only served to still 


further enrage the workmen, who con- 
tinued shouting "To prison 
with 
the 


thieves," "Down with the malefactors" 
nnd similar criaa, and nil the time becom- 
ing more demonstrative and threatening 
to push forward up to tha doors of the 
chamber ot deputies. 


Eventually the police mustered a strong 


force and eh urged upon the mob, scatter- 
ing the workmen down the streets leading 
into the Plaza Colonua, and, after a hard 
fight, making a number of arrests, and eu- 
corting their prisoners to the police depots 
in spite of the efforts made by the mob to 
rescue thorn. During the rioting a dum- 
ber of windows were smashed, and a ses- 
tauraut especially suffered severely at the 
hands of the rioters. 
. 


The mob afterward attempted to re- 


assemble in front of the telegraph office 
and the same threatening cries were heard, 
causing the police to make another charge 
aud again dispersing the rioters, who 
were loud in their threats of vengeance 
upon all those concerned in the Banca 
Romana and other bank scandals. 


The police officials are taking steps in 


aubici patio n of further rioting, and orders 
have keen issued to prevent tho assembling 
ot any number of nersons on the pnblio 
Thoroughfares. '.This bos caused some ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of the pub- 
lic square mentioned, and a number of ad- 
ditional arrests have been made. 


The police have communicated with tbe 


military authorities, and can, at short no- 
tice, have a strong body of troops sent to 
their assistance, should they be unable to 
maiutwin order. The Incident, though not 
very startling, shows the state of public 
opinion, regarding the bank scandals dis- 
closures, and it.would not take much, more 
to precipitate serious disorders.

THE BOSTON & MAINE REACH- 


ING OUT. 


It Gains Control of Two Strong Oppo- 


nents. 


BOSTON, Nov. 27.—The culmination ot 


oneoftlio greatest railroad deals known 
to New England appears to bo at hand, 
nnd The Associated Press is able to give 
tha innermost history of tho deal wfeich is 
to lead to a combination of tho most far- 
reaching character; a deal which means 
the consolidation of the leading railroads 
in two states in conjunction with tho 
most powerful corporation in a third. 


The trio comprises the Boston 
and 


Maine, the Concord and Montreal aud the 
Maine Central, with another in view yet 
unnamed. 
The Concord and Montreal 


railroad as now made up comprises tha 
Concord railroad and the old Boston, Con- 
coid and Montreal railroad, the former 
having formerly operated 85 miles of road 
from Conoord to Nashua, N. II. In the 
course of time it took on several leased 
Hues, jncludiug the Concord and Ports- 
mouth railrortd, the Nashua and Acton 
railroad and tho North "Weore and Sun- 
cook Valley railroads, which it helped to 
construct. 
It had and now maintains the control o£ 


the Merrimack valley. Later, abond six 
years ago, the Concord railroad and the 


j Boston, Concord and Montreal railroad 


were consolidated under the name of tho 
Concord and 
Montreal railroad. 
The 


road was a rich anU valuable property ana 
has"been for years a coveled prize, much 
sought for by other corporations, par- 
ticularly the Boston and Maine, its princi- 
pal rival in that state. The result has 
been a series of legislative battles between 
the two roads that have attracted the at- 
tention. o£ railroad and business men all 
over the country. So intense has been the 
struggle that tho two roads hnve expended 
fortunes in the warfare and have practi- 
cally controlled not only both legislative 
bodies but the governor as well. 


Bottled tho Concord. 


Four years ago a truce was declared and 


the two corporations have since that tima 
worked more harmoniously. In tho mean- 
time Hon. Frank Jones, preuideut and 
leading spirit of the Boston and Maine 
road, has become the purchaser and holder 
o£ large blocks of Concord railroad stock 
and is now one of its heaviest stockhold- 
ers. Under his management the Boston 
and Maine has extended its connections in 
different directions and states uutil' the 
Concord road has been practically bottled 
up, having no terminals except those 
under tho control of the Boston and 
M.une. 


Thus placed ab a disadvantage, some of 


the leading members of the Co a cord rail- 
road directory decided it was beft for that 
road to capitulate, and several months apo 
a committee was appointed from each road 
to consider the advisability tmd terms of a 
lease of the Concord to tho Boston and 
Maine, This joint committee hold several 
meetings in. this city, and matters were 
piogressing smoothly when a change in 
management, by which Mr. Jones retired 
from the presidency and directory of the 
Boston aud Maine, made a suspension o£ 
negotiations necessurv. 


Under the new management a now 


committee was, however, appointed on the 
part of the B.pston and Maine, and the 
deal took on new life and energy. 
The 


Boston and Maine men were ready to 
lease, the Concord mep ready to be leased, 
and such progress has been made that 
nothing bub the agreement upon minor 
formal details and the passage^'of tho 
necessary papers remain, to be done fco ac- 
complish the union. 
'"« 


By the terms o£ the agreement the Con- 


cord railroad will pass iuto the control of 
the Boston and Maine for along teim of 
years. 
The Boston and Maine railroad 


will guarantee to the stockholders of tho 
Concord railroad such ft sum as will equal 
the dividend of 10 ner cent for years paid 
by the Concord railroad. 
It will guaran- 


tee to ktep m its present repair and effici- 
ency the roadbed, its rolling stock and all 
of its property, and to operate the same in 
a manlier equally advantageous to its 
stockholders aud the public. 
The con- 


summation of the deal wiil end the bitter 
warfare in Neiv Hampshire, and prove n 
serious blovv^to the pei-aontil ambition of 
the men w ua? have been, t>!ie' lendiu. g spirits 
in the strife. 


Without Competitors. 


These memhoisotthe Concord directory, 


bended by John H. Pearson of Concord, 
N. H., one of the mmmgiug directors ot 
tho road, will be obliged to retire from 
active participation in its affairs. Ic is 
un.durstood,thiit they will be replaced by 
Frank Jones uud others .who havo in the 
past been associated with the Boston and 
M«iiie. By this accession to its passenger 
and freight traffic of eastern New England 
ifc will have no competitor o£ consequence 
in either Maine or New Hampshire or the 
upper Connecticut valh-y. Its connections 
on the east will reach Nuw Biunswick 
aud oa the north, loucu tbe Dominion aud 
the Grand Trunk Hy&tem. 


It is but natural tliat such a consolida- 


tion should lead to reports of other aud 
equally important railroad deals, and ib is 
already btiggestijd that the next move will 
bring about a railroad business agreement, 
if nothipg more, with tbe Reading or 
MclJeod interests. In fact, some people 
wluo have been, watching the lecantuctious 
of this somewhat erratic ruliroa-i matruato 
can see the fine hand of McLeod through- 
out the entire deal, Ihe consummation of 
which is outlined above.

While tho military bund 
tvas playing on the square, a mob, chiefly 
Composed of workmen, gathered in front of 
the chamber of deputies and soon began 
to make threateninR demands and to utter 
loud cries of "Down with tbe thieves," 
"Down with the malefactors," "To prison 
b-ith the rascal's," and other violent cries 
cf the same description. 


A force of: police gathered about the 


Ehamber of deputies as soon as tho author- 
ities were notified that the mob was as- 
sembling, but when the threatening do- 
rnands began, re-enforcements were iiustily 
BummoDed, and 
thu polica official in 


charge ordered the. inob to disperse, and 
moved forward with his men in order to 
drive, the mob from the square. 


This, however, only served to still 


further enrage the workmen, who con- 
tinued shontinij. "To prison with the 
thieves," "Down with the malefactors" 
and similar cries, and nil the time becom- 
ing more demonstrative and threatening 
to push forward up to tho doors of the 
cb.nm.ber of deputies. 


Eventually the yolica mustered ft strong 


force and charged upon the mob, scatter- 
ing the workmen down the streets leading 
into the Plaza Colonua, and, after a hard 
fight, making a number of aicests, and es- 
corting their prisoners to tbe police depots 
in spite of the efforts made by the mob to 
rescue tliem. During the rioting a num- 
ber of windows were smashed, and a ses- 
taurant especially suffered severely at the 
hands of the rioters. 


.The mob afterward attempted to re- 


assemble in front o£ the telegraph office 
and tha same threatening cries were heard, 
causing the police to make another charge 
and. again dispersing the rioters, who 
were loud in their throats of vengeance 
upon all tbose concerned in tha Banca 
Romana and.other bank scandals. 


The police officials are taking steps in 


anticipation of further rioting, and order's 
have heeu issued to prflventthe assembling 
o£ any number of rjersona on tha public 
ihoroughfares. This has caused somo ex- 
citement in the neighborhood of. the pub- 
lic square mentioned, and a number of ad- 
ditional arrests have been made. 


The police have communicated with, the 


military authorities, und .can, at short no- 
tice,-have a strong body of troops sent to 
their assistance, should tney be unable to 
maiutnin or^er. The Incident, though not 
very startliue. shows the state of public 
opinion regarding the bank scandals dis- 
closures, and.it.wouldnot take mucu more 
to precipitate serious disorders.

BOSTON, Nor. 27.—The culmination ot 


one of the. greatest railroad deals known 
to Nev7 England appears to ho ab hand, 
and The Associated Press is able to give 
the innermost history of the deal wfeich is 
to lead to a combination of. the most far- 
reaching character; a deal which means 
the consolidation of the leading railroads 
in two states in conjunction with the 
most powerful corporation iu a third. 


The trio comprises the Boston 
and 


Maine-, the Concord.and Montreal and the 
Maine Central, with auother in view yeG 
unnamed. 
The Concord and Montreal 


railroad as now made up comprises the 
Concord roilroad and the old Boston. Con- 
cord and Montreal railroad, the former 
having formerly operated SB miles of road 
from Concord to Nn.shua, N. H. In the 
course of time it took on several leased 
lines, including the Concord and Ports- 
mouth railroad, tha Nashua and Acton 
railroad and the North Weare and Sun- 
cook Valley railroads, which it helped to 
construct, 


It had and now maintains the control of 


fcha Merrimack' valley. Later, iihout six 
years ago, the Concord railroad and the 
Boston, Concord and Montreal railroad 
wore consolidated under the name.of the 
Concord and 
Montreal 
railroad1. 
The 


road was a rich and valuable property ana 
has'been for years a coveted prize, much 
sought for by other corporations, par- 
ticularly the Boston and Miiine, its princi- 
pal rival in that state. The result has 
been a series of legislative battles between 
the two roads that have attracted the at- 
tention of railroad aud business men all 
over the country. So intense has been the 
struggle that the- two roads have expended 
fortunes in the warfare and have practi- 
cally controlled not only both legislative 
bodies but the governor as well. 


Bottled the Coucord. 


Four years ago a Lruce wag declared and 


the two corporations have since that time 
worked more harmoniously. In the mean- 
time Hon. Prank Joues, president and 
leading spirit of the Boston aud Maine 
road, has become the purchaaer and holder 
of large blocks o£ Concord railroad stock 
and is now one of its heaviest stockhold- 
ers. Under his management the Boston 
and Maine has extended.its connections In 
different directions and states until' the 
Concord road has been practically botUed, 
up, having no terminals except those 
under the control o£ the Boston and 
M;une. 


Thus placed at a disadvantage,' some of: 


the leading members of the Concord rail-, 
load directory.decided it was uefD lor that 
road to capitulate, and several months ago 
a committee was appointed from each road 
to consider the advisability and terms of a 
lease of the Concord to thu1 Boston nud 
Maine. This joint committee held several 
meetings in this city, and matters were 
progressing smoothly when achange in 
management, by which Mr. Jones retired 
from the presidency and directory of the 
Boston aud Maine, made a suspension ot 
negotiations necessurr.

New Hampshire, and prove u 
serious hlovt to the personal ambition of 
the men who"have been cherlending spirits 
in the strife.

Theso meuihersoC tbe Concord directory, 


headed by Jbha H. Pearson of Concord, 
N. H,, Qiie of the maungiug directors ot 
tho roud, will be obliged to retire from 
active piirtioipation iu its affairs. It is 
undarstoo-i.that they will he replaced by 
Frank Jones and otfaera .who have iu the 
past been associated with tha Boston and 
Mnine.

80 cents a pound, the duty is 40 per cent. 


On blankets, bats of wool, flannels for 


underwear, composed wholly or in part oj 
wool or hair of the camel, ftoat, etc., valued 
at not more than 30 cents a pound, the 
duty is 2u per cent; valued at moto'than. 30 
cents and not more than 50 cents a pound, 
the duty is 30 per cent, 


On blankets and hats o£ wool, eto., 


valued at not more than 50 ccnti a poxuid, 
tho duty is 85 per cent. 


Vi-OBb Goods. 


Tlievu is likewise a well accredited fore- 


cast as to fine schedule, which includes 
woolens aud children's dress goods, on 
which coat liningd, Italian cloths, and 
goods> o£ similar character, the warp o£ 
which is cotton or other vegetable matter, 
tho value not excaedlnis 15 cents a square 
yard, a duty 6f 35 cents is placed. 


On woolens and children's dreas goods, 


wholly or in part wool, worsted, etc., the 
duty is iixcd ab 40 per cent. 


In clothing ready made and articles of 


weaving apparel a duty of 45 per cent is 
placed.

Above the bloody pool room at 108 


Pleasant street, 
the four 
children oi 


the dying man sac silently, while neigh- 
bors spoke lightly in other rooms. 


Sullivan was born in England and came 


to America beforo he was 30 years of apre. 
He served through the greater part of the 
civil war, and hud long ago applied for a 
pension, which was not granted. He is 45 
years of age. The pool room which he has 
run for some years has always had a good 
reputation. 


Bryant is called Sandy Bryant. He is 


coal black, 23 years of ape. He came from 
Charlotteville, Va, and has worked in 
New York 
and Saratoga. 
For some 


mouths, up to September, he had been 
employed as bell boy at the Grand hotel. 


Sullivan, Howe 'and another colored 


man named Johnson were the pool play- 
ers at the time. When Bryant offered to 
make the bet of SI, Sullivan said he would 
have no betting in his place. 
Then the 


shooting followed. 


Bryant left a brown hat behind him in 


the pool room. "When arrested at 31 New- 
combe street he was sitting crouched up in 
a chair in a room occupied by a colored 
man nnd hia wife. He then wore a hat 
which dWn't fit him.

the yearly contests between tho New Ha- 
ven eleven and the Harvard team pass.es 
into history as a victory for the lads in 
blue. 


Tho wearers of the crimson fought 


pluckily in tho first half of tho great 
btrugglo, and their supporters confidently 
looked lor a score aftor that, but the sons 
of Eli plunged iu with their old time snap, 
nod, disdaining all tricks, carried the ball 
quickly across tho lino by the hardest kind 
of football. 


Tho Harvasu team proved a disappoint- 


ment. Only a few of the tricks that ifc 
had rehearsed for weeks were used, and 
these were soon sized up by Yale. In places 
whore a kicking game oueht to have been 
played the ciimson captain ordered mass 
and w_edge plays which were of no avail. 
The defensive work of both teams was 
strong, but Yale excelled at just the right 
time m oHensive plays. 


The score was 6 to 0, and 25,000 people 


saw the cleanest (and best exhibition of 
football in the history of the Rugby 


Details of ot thn Gunie. 


It was the just verdict of every indi- 


vidual who saw the struggle between the 
two greatest football teams that it was a 
fjentlemanly game. If there was any hard 
feeling—and that everybody seems to 
think inevitable when it ia Harvard against 
Yale—it did not appear on the surface. 
McCrea was warned once for a little rough 
play, but ol a mild sort. 
This was all the 


slugging; there was, even on the sly. Fair 
hearts undoubtedly quaked as they saw 
Brewer or Buttel'woith heavily thrown, 
while somebody obligingly sat on their 
heads, , for fear they would make more 
trouble, after the manner of a horse that 
is down,-but the psir never once got hurt. 
They were securely paddeJ, and expected 
roughness. 


For oncejH£\rvard men have nothing to

Still, tu custom- 
ary Yale style, they gritted their lleeth, as 
it they knew their eleven would do the 
same and more. 
That they did d« more 


goes without saying after a perusal of the 
account, yard by yard, of the second half. 


In the first half Harvard had tl»9 ball 


the greater part of the time, ia ftiot, just 
about throe times out oi four. There wero 
72 distinct plays, and 55 of those were 
made by Harvard. Aside from the punt> 
ing, Harvard gained 137 yards, or nearly 
enough to score three times. Brewer punted 
five times, making 71 yards by that means. 
Harvard's total yards gained iu that half 
was 208. She lost only nine yards, five of 
that being ou offside play by Bealo. 


Y/ale, on the other baud, though gaining 


237 1-2 yards—some 30 more thau Harvard— 
punted 210 of theirs, gaining by rushes 
with the ball in her possession only iJ7 
yards, not enough into 18 yards for a 
touchdown. 


But that little story of having the ball 


only 17 times to 53 for Harvard shows bet- 
ter than anything elso which side was 
strongest. 
TUo Second Half. 


But what it difference in the second hall. 


Harvard made just 31 plays, four of those 
being punts. She punted 108 1-2 yards on 
three trials, and lost nine on a fluke, Yale 
breaking through on Brewer before he 
could gut the ball away. Harvard's total 
gain was 2041-3 yards. Even under these 
circumstances Harvard made 96 yards on 
steady rushing—cou&iderably more than 
enough to make a. touchdown. Harvard 
lost four times, once on tho kick, the loss 
aggregating 19 yards. 


Quite a different tale is that of tho Elis, 


They figured in no less than 75 plays, only 
one of these being a kick, wlien Butter- 
worth punted 31 1-3 yauls against the 
wind. They g duett in all 2i71-3 yards. 
This would give, H26 1-3 yards clear profit 
by steady rushing, only five of this being 
given them for a» off-side play. This 
!3ii6 1-2 is enoxtgh to score just four times. 
Yale lost at just tbree times this half, two 
yards at one time, one yard at each of tho 
others. 


Figures may not always tall the truth, 


but they do lor this game. Exclusive of 
kicking, Yalo'a nat }<aiu was 225 yards. 
Harvard hnd only 214 to her credit, almost 
enough less to make the difference of one 
touchdown. 
Considering the enormous 


advantage Y'alo had on the punting, it 
would be difficult to figure out the score 
at any less than one touchdown for Yale. 


It must be confessed that Harvard's 


play wns, all in all, disappointing to Har- 
vard football cranks. Even in tho first 
half, when Harvard had saich a decided 
advantage, the play was unusually slow 
and tame for a Harvard-Yale game.

BOSTON, Nov. !37.—Bt. Rev. John J., 


Keane, rector of the Catholic University 
of America at Washington, lectured to a 
crowded house at Boston theater last 
night. The subjeeb of his discourse was 
"The Keligion of the Future." He said 
in part: 


"Religion is one of the three great con- 


stituents of human nature. Religion is 
the basis of civilization, and as civilization 
develops man's notion of relijj«jn becomes 
More clear. Educations and scientific re- 
search take away from religion all that is 
mythical, unnatural and superstitious, and 
leaves only the good, the true and the 
beautiful. 


"Notwithstanding the sneers 
of the 


scoffers, man recognizes that thereomust 
have been a beginning, and in that begin- 
ning he recognizes the omnipotent power 
of God. Scientific research forces men to 
philosophy, and there'can be nophilpsophy 
without a God. Thinking people ^ho fol- 
low to the depths o£ realism and individual- 
ism are not satisfied. They want some- 
thing better, and are constantly craving 
for something that is1 divine in religion. 


"The future religion leads more to in- 


dependence and-,self-government, £t is the 
coming of an era of universal demooraoy, 
wherein the church will deal directly with 
the people. The aristocracy of the future 
will be intellectual superiority and moral 
worth, and>in the advancement of educa- 
tion tho church will take a prominent 
part. It will found, universities, colleges 
and schools and fill them with the double 
light of learning and religion. Woe, I 
say, to a world of learning without a God. 


"Tho immortal Washington, in Ms fare- 


well address, declares that the foundation 
of all.govei-umont is in religion and moral- 
ity, aud those who seek'to strike o blow at 
religion under the cloak of patriotism and 
their love for America and'its institution's, 
aiebutthe enemies of the country vrho 
know not its history. The religion of tho 
future will »how us humanity united with 
divinity, and the laud of the future re- 
ligion will be the laud of humanity and 
divinity.

Jn its general terms the new tariff bill 


maybe denominated u.radical measure. 
The free list will be a surprise to the coun- 
try. It includes wool, iron ore, cotton 
ties, copper, lumbar, chocolate, salt, bind- 
iug twine, llax, lend ore and many other 
articles of less importance to the largo 
commercial interests.

The .disposition of wool nnd woolen 


goods 1ms been one of the most difficult 
problems that the committee had to solve. 
After tvro rnooths of deliberation, it haa 
been finally decided to adopt the Springer 
policy oE the last cotiKresa in this respect 
in all its material details and a written 
report to accompany this portion of the 
bill will also bo substantially tho report 
of tho last chairman of the ways and 
means committee.

A BOSTON TRAGEDY. 


"Sandy" nryiint "Will-Hove to Answer to

BOSTON", Nov. 27,—James Sullivon, the 


proprietor oE tho pool room, at 108 Pleasant 
street, was shot by "Sandy" -B. Bryant 
Saturday night and died at the city hospi- 
tal at 5:30 o'clock last night, without re- 
turning to consciousness. 


Charles Howe, another victim o£ the 


shooting, iR in a very . comfortable condi- 
tion and is in no great danger. 


Bryant was taken to the city hospital 


soon after his arrest yesterday, and was 
identified as tho man who did the shoot- 
ing. 


Above the bloody pool room at 108 
Pleasant street, the four children of 
the dying man sat silently, while neigh- 
bors spoke lightly in other rooms. 


Sullivan was born in England and came 


to America before he was 30 years of age. 
He served through the greater part of the 
civil war, and had long ago applied for ft 
pension, which was not granted. He is 45 
years of age. The p ool room which he has 
run for some years has always had a good 
reputation. 


Bryant is called Sandy Bryant. He \s 


coal black, 22 years of age.. He came from 
Charlotteville, Va., nnd has worked in 
New York and Saratoga,1 For 
some 


months, up to September, he had been 
employed as bell bo_y at the Grand hotel. 


Sullivan, Howe 'and another colored 


man named Johnson were the pool play- 
ers at the time. When Bryant - offered to 
mate the.bet.of $1, Sullivan, said he would 
have no betting in his place. .Than the 
shooting followed. 


Bryant left a brown hnt behind him in 


the pool room. When arrested at SI New- 
combe street he was sitting crouched up in 
a chair in a room occupied by a colored 
man nnd hlo wife. He then wore a hat 
which didn't fit him.

Harvard had only 214 to her credit, almost 
enough less to make the difference of one 
touchdown., Considering the .enormous 
advantage Y*alo had on the punting, it 
would be difficult to flcure out the score 
at any less than one touchdown for Yale. 
It must be confessed that Harvard's 


play -was, all in all, disappointing to Har- 
vard football, cranke. Even in the first 
half, when. Harvard had such a decided 
advantage, the play was unusually siovf 
and tame for a Harvard-Yale game.
